HER ACT AVERTS HORROR. 


President’s Daughter Abruptly 
Uneovers MeKinley Monu- 
ment at Columbus, 0., 
to Stop Riot. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 14.—[Special.)—Mre, 
Nicholas Longworth, the president's daugh- 
ter, was the innocent cause of a panic here 
today which imperiled scores of lives and 
abruptly ended the ceremonies arranged for 
the unveiling and dedication of the McKinley 
monument. 

And to the ready wit of Mrs. Longworth, 
who alone remained calm in face of a great 
danger, is owing the fact that the ceremony 
did not become a tragedy. 

More than 50,000 persons, of whom fully 
40,000 were Women, were jammed into a 
narrow space between the speakers’ stand 
erected in front of the capitol, and the monu- 
ment. The appearance of Mrs. Longworth 
on the stand was the signal for a wild surge 
forward. Forgetting everything but their 
desire to see Mrs. Longworth, women fought 
in a wild scramble for points of vantage. 

In & moment scores were crughed into un- 
consciousness. 
front ranks suddenly became a fight for air 
and life. 


Her Coolness Averts Disaster. 

What might have happened in the space of 
a few minutes only can be guessed. Only the 
quick wit of Mrs. Longworth averted a 
disaster. On her own initiative she suddenly 
pulled a ribbon connecting with wires which 
released flags covering the statue. 

The diversion caused the crowd to surge 
backwards for a moment, giving the police 
opportunity to rescue scores of women who 
had fainted, 

The committee on arrangements had ex- 
pected an enormous crowd on account of the 
presence of Mrs. Longworth, but in view of 
the solemnity and dignity of the occasion, it 
was believed the crowd would'be easily kept 
in restraint. Under ordinary circumstances 
the police arrangements would have been 
adequate. 

Tiers of seats had been. constructed across 
the entire west front of the capitol, with the 
speakers’ standin the center. Four thousand 
tickets were iseued for these seats to invited 
guests, and all were occupied. The monu- 
ment stands at the west entrdnee to the

ment. Severty-five per cent of the crowd was 
composed of women and children.

western Canada. 

Before leaving civilization for what he 
then thought would be half a lifetime, Gorski 
stopped at Chicago to bid farewell to his 
friend, Ralph Modjeska; son of Madame 
Modjeska.

“ Kéep back,” he shouted, “ you aré crush- 
ing these people in front to death.” 

The governor's voice could not be heard 
twenty feet away. The commotion then be- 
came so alarming that those on the stand 
asked Mrs. Longworth to step forward in the 
hope that a glimpse of her might satisfy the 
crowd. She came to the front of the stand, 
but her presence only made the pressure 
around the stand greater. 

It was seen at once that something ‘nust 
be done and it was decideu to unveil the 
statue at once and Mrs. Longworth was 
asked to pull the cord attached to the wires 
which uncovered the statue. 


Speakers Flee from Stand. 

The crush was stopped for a few moments, 
but it was soon renewed, though the greatest 
danger was over. Mrs. Longworth again 
came to the front of the platform and bowed 
to the throng. Those who were to have 
spoken arose and left the stand and the 
people struggling for their lives in the crowd 
around the stand cheered, but a storm of 
hisses came from people on the outskirts of 
the crowd who did not understand the situa- 
tion. 

Mr. and Mrs. Longworth had another ex- 
citing experience in escaping from the crowd 
at the capitol. From the speakers’ stand 
they went through a window overlooking the 
piatform into the governor’s office, but they 
were scarcely inside when the people began 
to surge through the doors from the corri- 
dors, and the office was quickly filled. They 
then attempted to reach an automobile which 
was waiting for them in the street. but once 
outside, they were caught in a surging crowd. 


Take Refuge in an Office Building. 


Finding no immediate avenue of escape, 
they fought their way out of the capitol 
grounds and across Broad street into an office 
building. There they remained until a car- 
riage was secured, and the police cleared a 
way to it and they were driven to the Hotel 
Hartman. Later they took a train for Cin- 
cinnati. 

The program of exercises,. so abruptly 
ended in the afternoon, was carried out at 
Memorial hall tonight. The: immense hall 
was filled with people. Gov. Harris pre- 
sided. The speakers were William R. Day, 
associate justice of the Supreme court of the 
United States; John W. Daniel, United States 
senator from Virginia; Gen. Joseph McKay 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., national commander of 
the Union Veteran legion; and Gen. R. B.

Statue an Imposing Work. 

The McKinley memorial statue is in the 
form of a semi-circle, in the center of which 
is the pedestal, surmounted by a figure of 
the dead president, 9 feet 4 inches in height. 
On either side of the semi-circle are allegor- 
ical pieces. To the right is a muscular fig- 
ure representing industry, and at his side 
is a boy depicting education. To the left 
end is the model of a woman, typifying pros- 
perity, with a girl by her side representing 
peace. These figures, with the statue, are 
of bronse, while the memorial pedesta! is of 
hard Vermont granite, sald to be the only 
plece with the exception of one other of 
its kind ever.used. Herman A. McNeil, the 
noted sculpter of New York, famed for his 
work on thé American Indian, did the work.

STEAMER CRASHES ON ROCK; 
PASSENGERS BELIEVED SAFE. 


Alaskan Coaster Goes Ashore at Mid- 
night on Hinchinbrook Island—Rev- 
enue Cutters to the Rescue. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 14.—[Special. )}—The 
Northwestern Steamship company’s steamer 
Oregon was wrecked on the beach of Hinchin- 
brook island, at the entrance to Prince Will- 
jam sound, Alaska, at midnight last night. 
The revenue cutters Rush and McCulloch 
have gone from Valdez to the scene of the 
wreck to take off the passengers, who, it is 
believed, are safe. 

The Oregon struck while trying to find the 
entrance to Prince William sound. The head- 
land was seen before the steamer struck, but 
it went ashore with so much force the bot- 
tom of the vessel was torn off. The sea soon 
filled the engine room to the second grating. 
Five men were sent to Valdez for assistance 
and the revenue cutters, which were in port, 
went at ofice to the rescue. 

There was little sea running at the time of 
the wreck, but the vessel is exposed to the 
full force of the swell if the wind rises. The 
scene of the wreck is seventy miles from 
Valdez and thirty-five miles from Nuchek. 


ROOSEVELT GIRL IN RUNAWAY, 


Miss Ethel Thrown from Her Cart, but 
Keeps Her Nerve and Drives 
Horse Home Again. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 14.—[Special. }— 
While Miss Ethel RooseveM was driving 
down from Sagamore Hill this afternoon her 
horse became frightened by an automobiie, 
said to belong.to Bradford Weeks, bolted 
down the road and wrecked the light cart. 
Miss Roosevelt was thrown out, but escaped 
serious tnujury.

In order that arrangements for such peace 
may be made the president is sending Secre- 
tary of War Taft and Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon to Havana. It will be their 
duty to see that the necessary arrangements 
are carried out. | 

To meet any unexpected crisis that may 
arise before peace can be restored President 
Roosevelt has arranged for the immediate 
dispatch to Havana of six more cruisers and 
2.000 marines. Most of these, it is expected, 
will be in Havana by Monday or Tuesday. 

The cruisers selected for Cuban service 
are already on their way or will be withhin 
the next forty-eight hours. They are: 

DES MOINES—Two hundred marines; sailed from 
Key West at 6 o'clock this evening; due at 
Havana at 2 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

DIXIE—Three hundred marines; sailed from 
Guantanamo yesterday; due at Havana Sunday. 

TACOMA—Three hundred marines; will sail from 
Norfolk, Va., tomorrow; due at Havana Sunday 
night. 

CLEVELAND—Three bundred marines; will sail 
from Norfolk, Va., tomorrow; due at Havana 
Sunday night. 

MINNEAPOLIS—Three hundred marines, under 
steam at League island navy yard, Philadelphia, 
waiting orders; expected to sail tomorrow. 

NWEWARK—Thbree bundred marines; ready to sall 
from Norfolk, Va., at hour’s notice. 


Admits Crisis Is Grave.

While it is not the purpose of the United 
States government, for the present at least, 
to do anything which could actually 
be construed as intervening in Cuba, it is, 
nevertheless, regarded as a fact that the ac- 
tion of the government in sending a force of 
marines to Havana will be used by the Palma 
partisans to impress the insurgents with the 
belief that President Palma has both the 
moral and the physical eupport of the United 
States. 

The staternent is emphacized by officials 
here that the landing of marines from 
United States warships will be merely for 
the purpose of affording protection to Amert- 
ean lives and property when it becomes ap- 
parent, as it did yesterday to Commander 
Colwell of the cruiser Denver, that the Cuban 
government is unable to afford the required 
protection. While such admission is a con- 
feasion of weakness on the part of the Cuban 
government, it will, nevertheless, doubtless 
have the effect at least of deferring an at- 
tack of the rebels upon Havana. 


No Criticism for Colwell. 

There is no disposition to criticise the ac- 
tion of Commander Colwell yesterday in 
landing a force in Havans. He acted under 
the broad instruction given him by the navy 
departmem to use his best judgment in an 
emergency. 

The American sailore were landed after 
a consultation with Jacob Sleeper, the United 
States chargé in Havane, and President 
Palme, who, according to Commander Col- 

well’s diepatch to the navy department, ex- 
preseed grave doubts as to the ability of 
the Cuban governmenm to protect Americas 
interests. 

The entire incident, it is pointed out, was 
im keeping with the president's determination 
to preserve strict neutrality, and it ls the 


purpose to do no more than protect American 
interests and afford am asylum to officials 
of the Palma government if requested to do 
so, until the Cuban congrese, which assem- 
bled today, aske for American intervention. 

It will then be time to meet that issue, but 
for the present the purpose of an American 
armed force im Cuban waters ie to afford 
to American intereste that degree of safety 
which the Cuban government seems unable 
to give. 

Shy at Intervention. 


Intervention is the word at which officials ta 
Washington shy. They are now willing to 
discuss any other phase of the Cuban revoly- 
tion except that.

Cuban Legation in the Dark. 

The Cuban legation in this city is without 
official news as to the trend of events in 
Havana.

CUBA’S CONGRESS FOR WAR. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Sept. 14.—Congress, in special 
session today, gave President Palma men 
and money to put down the rebellion, and ap- 
proved every step he had taken in hisefforts 
to crush the insurrection. 

Palma was authorized to bring the rural 
guards up to 10,000 men and the artillery up 
to 2,000. 

He was authorized to useany money in the 
treasury for war purposes. The appropria- 
tions of the last session of congress were 
rescinded. 

First Steps to Peace? 

While these warlike measures were being 
passed by a strict party vote, the first real 
steps toward peace were being taken by the 
rebel leaders who proclaimed a three days’ 
truce and offered to meet delegates from the 
government to see if there was any way to 
compromise the quarrel between.Palma and 
the liberals. 

The three days’ truce was the direct result 
of the landing of American saiiors from the 
cruiser Denver last evening, and for the first 
time since the trouble began the government 
ie treating with the rebels. 

Hitherto the Palma government has refused 
to treat with the rebels on the ground that 
any compromise would be an admission that 
ite last election was fraudulent. 


How Offer Was Made. 

After Commander Colwell landed his sail- 
ors Zayas and Castillo, offered to surren- 
Ger to him. Colwell had no authority’from 
Washington to act and then the rebel lead- 
ers agreed to meet delegates from the gov- 
ernment to see if there wae any way to ar- 


range peace. | 
Both sides are jubilant over this result.

Palma’s Message to Congress. 
President Palma’s message to the special 
session of congress, however, contaimed no 


reference to the insurgent offer to meet dele- | 


gates of the government to discuss peace.

would conspire against the constitutional 
régime and substitute the law of violence?’ 


Traces Rise of Revolution. 

Continuing, President Palma said: ‘‘ Ever 
gince the electoral campaign began in June, 
1905, a tendency was shown by many to em- 
ploy violence to obtain triumph by any 
means, which culminated in the horrible 
murder of some rural guards in Guanabacoa. 
It would have been believed that the elec- 
tions having terminated and a new constl- 
tutional period begun all intention of dis- 
turbing public order would have ceased, the 
mdversariés of the government reserving 
their energy for organizing peacefully-for 
the next elections, but unfortunately this 
hae not been the case, as thogee who heve 
undertaken the iniquitous system of threat 
and violence to obtain power coolly organ- 
ized a plan without scruple to asmassinate 
and betray and by sedition to corrupt the 
armed forces of the republic in order to reach 
their desired end.” 

He declared that the executive knew what

Some question regarding a quorum was 
raised, it being argued that forty-two mem- 
bers, or two-thirds, were required. An en- 
deavor was made to have the house approve 
a motion providing that members of congress 
should enjoy the benefits of parliamentary 
immunity from the president's decree sus- 


pending the constitutional guarantees, but 
this was rejected. 

Sefior Vieta argued that the bill to increase 
the forces was useless, as the government 
could not end the war with war. He pro- 
tested that the only way to end the war was to 
make an agreement with the rebels. 

Carilcs Manuel Cespedes proposed that a 
commission be appointed to try to arrange 
peace, even though the government continued 
its present campaign. This proposal was re- 
jected. Sefior Cespedes then said that: the 
veterans and the economic and industrial 
elements would impose peace on the govern- 
ment. 


Five Thousand Rebels Near Havana. 

It is reported that over 4,000 rebels are near 
Santiago de Las Vegas, ten miles from 
Havana, and that more are joining them. 
Gen. Guerra is reported to be within five 
miles of Havana, with, perhaps, 5,000 meh. 
The capital is ahnost isolated from the rest 
of the republic, owing to the interruption of 
railway traffic and the cutting of the tele- 
graph lines. 

Gen. Rodriguez in personal command of 700 
rural guards and artillerymen and 300 volun- 
teers and cavalry has gone westward anda 
big fight is anticipated. 

Reports of the capture of Cienfuegos are 
persistent, but the absence of telegraphic 
communication makes it impossible to verify 
the rumors. 

An armored train with Maj. Clews’ rapid 
fire gun command endeavored to return to 
Havana today in compliance with impera- 
tive orders, but was unable to pass the 
bridge which was blown at Taco Taco. 

An insurgent force under Gen. Carillo and 
Congreseman Campoe Marquetti surrounds 
Guanajay, which is unprotected, except for 
200 volunteers under command of the mayor 
of the town. 

Col. Alavos. with his commané of govern- 
ment troops, left Pimar del Rio city today, 
going east ward. 

Gov. Sobrada of Pinar del. Rio province 
reports that many wounded and others are 
deserting Pino Guerra and returning to work 
in the tobacco flelds. 

Twenty-seven artillerymen were surprised 
and captured today at Wajay, in the outskirts 
of Havana, by revolutioniets belonging to 
the band of Gen. Castillo.

Sailors Return to Ship. 

The 150 sailors from the cruiser Denver 
who were landed last evening returned 
aboard ship this morning by request of the 
state department at Washington. 

The, state department's request was com- 
municated to Commander Colwell at 9 
o'clock this morning. At 9:30 Commander 
Colwell landed and after calling at the lega- 


tion went to the palace, where he conferred.

Zayas and Gen. Castillo, commander of 
the insargent forces in Havana province, 
sent in two more emissaries to Commander 
Colwell this morning offering to come in and 
surrender on board the Denver. Command- 
er Colwell replied that he was unable to in- 
terfere and that President Palma was com- 
municating with Washington in the matter. 

The extraordinary persistence of Sefior 
Zayas and Gen. del Castillo in their desire to 
surrender to the American naval commander 
was shown again later in the day when 
Felipe Romero, a prominent and wealthy 
resident of Havana, visited Commander Col- 
well to present the compliments of the in- 
surgent commanders outside of Havana and 
to announce that they were ready to march 
in atid surrender to the commander of the 
cruiser on the conditions that the United 
States guarantee them fair judicial trials. 

Commander Colwell repeated his former 
answer, referring the whole matter to Presi- 


dent Palma. 


WILL STOP FILIBUSTERING. 

New York, Sept. 14.—That the United 
States government proposes to scrutinize 
closely all shipments of firearms, ammuni- 
tion, and munitions of war from this port to 
West Indian, Mexican, Central American, 
and South American ports, primarily to pre- 
vent filibustering for the Cuban insurgents, 
and to insure compliance with existing neu- 
trality laws, became evident today when «a 
special order on the matter was issued by the 
collector of the port of New York. 

The order precludes any clearances from 
this date to any vessels bound for ports such 
as above mentioned until full, verified mani- 
fests shall have been filed with the collector, 
or until in lieu of such manifests the cap- 
teaing or agents of such vessels have taken 
oath whether arms or munitions are on board 
their vessels or contained in their cargoes. 

The order, it is explained by the customs 
officials, is not intended to prevent all ship- 
ments of war supplies to the ports cked, but 
it is intended to prevent consignments of 
them to irregponeible parties, who might use 
them against their respective governments. 


ARTILLEBYMEN TO BE READY. 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 14.—It was reported 
here today that the artillerymen at Forts St. 
Philip and Jackson, on the Mississippi river, 
below New Orleans, have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness for movement. There 
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are two companies of coast artillery at these 
forts. 

The Cuban consul general here said today 
that the Norwegian steamship Transit, which 
is under charter to the Cuban government 
to carry horses and supplies, and which ar- 
rived at the mouth of the Mississippi river 
yesterday, was detained there by quarantine 
regulations.

URGE ROOSEVELT TO MEDIATE. 


Directors of Manufacturers’ Association 
Send Dispatch to President Prais- 
ing Course Toward Cuba. 


The directors of the Iilinois Manufacturers’ 
association yesterday sent a telegram to 
President Roosevelt requesting him to use his 
influence as far as possible in bringing about 
peace in Cuba.

The public school teacher is to have new 
burdens put upon her shoulders. She) is to 


be developed as a speechmaker, and her 
speeches are to be reported officialiy and 
printed for circulation among her profes- 
sion; she is to be constituted an officia! ad- 
viser of the board of education and of Sthool 
Supt. Cooley; she is to be called upon to 
aid in the solution of educational problems 
through the exercise of a right to vote. 

All these new opportunities were given to

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SUICIDE OF JOHN NELSON DUE TO 
INCONSOLABLE GRIEF. 


After Mourning Two Weeks Over the 
Death of His Boyhood Companion, 
Thomas Peterson, He Ends His 
Life with a Revolver—Friendship 
of the Two Men Is Likened by Cor- 
ener Hoffman to That of David and 
Jonathan. 


Death was the solace chosen yesterday by 
John Nelson, 54 years old, proprietor of a 
restaurant, 49 West Van Buren street, after 
two weeks of grieving over the death of a 
lifelong friend. Im his apartments above 
the restaurant Nelson shot himself twice 


} through the head and died in an ambulance 


on the way to the Presbyterian hospital. The 


“verdict of the.coroner’s inquest held-in the 


afternoon was: 

** Suicide while temporarily insane from 
grief over loss of a friend.”’ 

When Thomas Peterson, 83 Pierce avenue, 
died on Sept. 8, Mr. Nelson's grief knew no 
bounds. They had been boys together in 
the old country. The old time friendship 
amid the hills of Sweden was only recoubled 
when after many years’ separation they met 
here as grown up men thirty-three years 
ago. ~ 

Sister Tells of His Sorrow. 

“ There is no question as to why my brother 
killed himself,” said his sister, Mrs. Sophia 
Erickson, at the inquest. “ He had every- 
thing that money could buy and had ncthing 
to worry about, from a worldly standpoint. 
Afier Mr. Peterson’s death he became more 
and more melancholy. Hours at a time he 
would sit looking at Peterson's photcgraph 
gaying ‘ He was the only friendI had. Thers¢ 
ie nothing to live for without him.’ 

“Tt was a strange mood for brother to be 
in, for he seldom talked of such things.

Mrs. Peterson died last 
Christmas, leaving three children, the young- 
est 3 years old,.”’

Mr. Nelson came to Chicago from Sweden 
in 1873. In the restaurant business. he be- 
came comfortably well off. Four years ago, 
shortly’ after the death of his wife, he had 
a stroke of paralysis and had not been active 
in business since then. He was prominent 
among the Swedish-American organizatione 
of the city, as wae his friend Peterson. 

“It must have been a real case of David 
and Jonathan,”’ said Coroner Hoffman, after 
the inquest.

Pastor Remains Cheerful. |

“I have tried to do my duty,” he said, 
‘*and I can’t help feeling a pardonable pride 
in what has been accomplished during my 
pastorate here. It is true, 1 am told, that 
members of my flock wish a younger man, 
one who is not afraid of notoriety; which 
will call attention to the church, and i have 
bowed my head to their will. 

“We are all here by suffrance, you know, 
and this is especially true of a minister. 
I left a flourishing church tno Lake City, 
Minn., where I had been for ten years, to 
take charge of this church, because i felt I 
was needed. There was then a frame struc- 
ture, but there was a desire for a better 
building and with the aid of the more ener- 
getic ones in my congregation we have all 
but completed a new brick and concrete 
building of which all of us are proud. . 

‘**In the last two years, during which time 
the church has been building, we have been 
put to many inconveniences to hold meet- 
ings, but this is no longer so, as the basement 
has been completed and the services are 
now held there. 


Finances Handled by Committee. 

“JT can’t say how much I have collected 
or has been contributed through my own 
personal efforts for all tne finances are han- 
died by the building committee. We have 
expended about $156,000 and it has been est!l- 
mated that $3,000 would see the building 
entirely completed. Some twelve years ago, 
when the frame church was built, $1,900: was 
raised on dedication day and it seems to me 
with the growth in the church since then a 
much greater'sum could be realized now. 

“ For we haven't been standing still since 
I came here. We now have about 230 mem- 
bers, of whom 190 have joined during my pas- 
toraté, Moreover, we ane breed cirgum- 
scribed@.in sour. endeayors an. this direction. 
There are several Congregational churches 
in this vicinity and we Gannot weil seek 
new members in their territory. 

“1 don’t know where I will go and truly 
l am sorry to leave Austin, where we have 
made so many friends and where every one 
bas been so kind to us, They are the best 
people in the world and'I haven’t one word 
to say against them, as l am convinced they 
are guided by what they believe to be the 
best interests of the church. 

“I don’t like their reference to my age, 
for I am not yet 60 and have made on an 
average of 600 calls a year. I am doubly 
sorry to leave Austin before my, I mgan our, 
church is completed. We all are so proud 
of it and we have spend so many happy 
hours planning what we would do. 

* There are to be a gymnasium and reading 
room in the basement where young men and 
wemen may spend their evenings in good 
surroundings. There are shower baths and 
lockers and I do so hope our aims will be 


here.”” 
Women Spread Dissatisfaction. 

To a great extent the women of the congre- 
gation stirred up the dissatisfaction. Dr. 
Chase didn’t have an automobile, and his 
name did not appear in the papers, for he has 
been content to live quietly, without a single 
sensational outbreak. From them the dis- 
content spread to some of the men. 

“It isn’t that Dr. Chase is not a good 
preacher,’ declared W. C. Mathews, chair- 
man of the board of trustees, “ for he is that. 
Kkis sermons are scholarly and as well de- 
livered as those from any pulpit in Austin. 
But the building of this church has been a 
dreadful drain on all our pocketbooks. You 
see, most of the members work in the city; 
they are salaried men, and we feel some one 
must come forward who can get subscriptions 
from outside sources. 

‘Dr. Chase cannot do this. He is a stu- 
dent and of a retiring disposition, while we 
need a sort of canvassing agent, a man with 
the persistence of a book or life insurance 
agent.” 

Ministers Censure Church. 


Chicago ministers displayed a keen interest 
in the case and some put their feelings into 
strong words of condemnation. 

“ Un-Christianlike in spirit " and “ shock- 
ing "' was the way the action was character- 
ized by the Rev. James 8. Stone, rector of 
St. James’ Episcopal church. 

“ Asking the Rev. Mr. Chase to resign on 
the ground that he is 60 years ol@ is among 
the most absurd things I have ever heard 
of,” said Dr. Stone. ‘ Some of the world’s 
most useful men are 60 years old and over. 
Experience and sympathy are things that 
come with age, and tn the case of ministers 
I should say the best interests of a parish or 
congregation are most often sonserved by 
older men. 

“TI notice the trustees say they want a man 
who can make from thirty to forty calls a 
day and make things boil. They will never 
get such a man, because no.man can do it. 
From three to four calls a day is enough of 
a drain on the sympathies of any minister.” 

The Rev. J. 8. Ainslie, pastor of the North 
Shore Congregational church, said the board 
of trustees of the Austin church had placed 
themselves in ridiculous light. 

“The thing is nonsensical and I don’t be- 
lieve those trustees know what théy are talk- 
ing about,” said Dr. Ainslie. ‘ It is ridicu- 
lous to say a minister is no longer useful 
when he has reached 60 years.”’

PUZZLE TO MAYOR 


Water Works May Prove'a 
. “White Elephant” to City 
i Before End of Trouble. 


PUTS BLAME ON POLITICS. 


Keeler Declares. Municipal Opera- 
tion Is Move to Reduce Pur- 
chase Price. 


The city: of Chicago operated the Rogers 
Park water works plant yesterday without 
any’ objections from its owners. In fact, the 
company went a trifle out of its way to see 
te it that the connections with the Lawrencé 
avenue conduft were kept up. It was rest- 
ing on what it thinks are its legal rights and 
was not making trouble for anybody. 

‘But now that the city administration has 

sion of the system it has not made up 
its mind entirely what to do with it. Mayor 
Dunne announced while it might purchase 
the plant if a reasonable price were fixed he 
was not willing to pay an extravagant one. 

Wiis corporation counsel advised him the 
city might*be forced to buy whether,it want- 
ed to or not, now it had taken possession, and 
suggested condemnation proceedings. At the 
game time Col. Lewis advanced a proposition 
at which the mayor balked as being a bad 
political move and calculated to make his 
gdministration unpopular in Rogers Park. 
It was that when the city had bought the 
plant the cost of it be levied, under special 
assessment, on the residents of the suburb 
which would be benefited. 

Company Will Collect Bills. 

As for the company President Keeier re- 
marked cheerfully last evening the city could 
ran the plant as long as it wants to, but his 
company will continue to collect the bills for 
the water. Furthermore, the bills will be 
based on the company's price of 20 cents 
per 1,000 gallons and not the city’s price 
of 10 cents ss 

“We are not buying the water works, 
gaid the mayor. “ The notice to the Rogers 
Park company merely was to stop furnish- 
ing dangerous water until it can satisfy the 
commissioner of health it can furnish good, 
pure water.” 

The mayor went on to tell how he had vis- 
ited the plant Thursday night and found, 
while the capacity of the filter plant was 
800,000 gallons a day, yet the works were 
pumping from 1,000,000 to. 1,500,000 gallons 
a day, the excess going into the mains 
through a by-pass. * «-: 

“J have advised the mayor,’ said Cor- 
poration Counsel Lewis, * it would be better 
to begin condemnation proceedings at once 
againet the property, instead of waiting for 


- the company to sue us for a conversion of 


its property.” 

“We are running the plant all right to- 
day.’ remarked Commissioner of Public 
Works O’Connell. “‘ The only thing I was 
afraid of was the company might make us 
some trouble over the Lawrence avenue 
sewer connection, but it did not. As I un- 
derstand it, what the company is figuring on 
doing is to force us to buy the property ata 
fancy price. As a matter of fact it is not 
worth much to the city... It would cost us 
$700,000 to extend the intake to a proper 
point and $1,000,000 altogether before we 
got it in such shape we could use it profit- 
ably.” . : 

‘ Keeler Charges’ Political Move. 

The only thing, apparently, that bothers 
Supt. Keeler is the probabie effect of the 
city’s action upon the price to be paid for 
the. property. The company’s.charter pro- 
vides that in the event of a sale this should 
be détermined by a group of appraisers. 
Mayor Dunne's spectacular seizure, accord- 
ing to Mr. Keeler, is nothing but a crafty at- 
tempt to “bear” the price. 

And this, hé said, the company proposes to 
resist. He is ready to go into court with his 
chemists and prove: 

First, that the water is as pure as spring 
water. 

Second, that if it isn’t, the fault lies not 
withthe company but with the city for fail- 
ing to divert the sewers that empty into the 
lake at Pratt avenue. 

Third, that the company is not to blame 
because some hydrants show poor water; 
this deterioration is caused by the long 
stretches of comparatively stagnant pipes 
which. feed certain thinly populated areas in 
Rogers Park. This condition will remain un- 
til that suburb is built up. 

“ It’s politics, that's all,”’ said Mr. Keeler

Itinerant London Correspondent Sees 
Golden Haven for ‘Square’ Foot- 
pads in Chicago and Comments on 
Bluecoats — Comerford Engrossed 
Too Deeply in Lavin Case to Hazard 
Comment on “High Souled Robber 
Bohemians,” 


Bart Kennedy, writer and tourist corre- 
epondent of the London Daily Mail, who ad- 
vised all sober, hard working, skillful foot- 
pads yesterday to come to Chicago, get solid 
with the police and * make a fortune,”’ se- 
lected an unpropitious time to slander the 
lecal police force. 

* Kennedy?’ inquired Chief Collins at his 
bome in Rogers Park. ‘‘ He must be one of 
those tramp journalists—never satisfied with 
anything because they can’t sell their books. 
Go away! There are no footpads+no gam- 
blers. The police force in Chicago is the 
best—the-—— Goaway! Haven't I troubles of 
my own?’ ; 


Police as “Robber Bohemians.”’ 

Here is a bit from what Mr. Kennedy, lately 
returned to London from Chicago, published 
yesterday about Chicago policemen, accord- 
ing to cablegrams: 

They are high-souled, robber bohemians, who 
possess a sense of humor at once subtle and hard. 

I have the profoundest admiration and respect 
for them, for they have solved the hardest of 
knotty problems—how to steal. without getting 
into jail. | 

They are persdns of conseqyence in| the com- 
munity and are fine and handsome. 

They bear themselves with a brave air, carry 
long, polished, artistic clubs, and stalk along like 
good men and true through the cowering, rushing 
Chicago throngs. They keep rushing the Chi- 
cago citizen slaves in proper order. 


Gives Friendly Tip to Zootpads. 

After the encomiums comes the ‘ ineuvlt,” 
the advice to footpads: 

“If you are a footpad,”’ Kennedy writes, 
“emigrate to Chicago. You will be on vel- 
vet there. The Chicago highway robbery in- 
dustry flourishes like a green bay tree. My 
dear footpad, if you are going to Chicago 
take a tip from a-hardened wanderer like 
myself and give the policeman on the beat 
where you operate 50 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of your toll and deal honestly with 
the policeman, otherwise he will arrest you 
and make a shining example of you'in order 
that the citizens may know how diligent and 
effective their police are in suppressing high- 
Way robbery.”’

“ How?’ asked Commissioner Prentiss.* 

* Mr. Rosenthal is here. Hehasthem. He 
stand: tn the relation of a witness before the 
con:mission. In the interest of fair play I 
demand the records. How can we impeach 
the testimony of Inspector Lavin unless we 
have the evidence that he gave at the trial. 
For several weeka I have tried in vain to se- 
cure the records. I was told State’s Attorney 
Healy was out-of town, that First Assistant 
Hart y Olson wad doing sleuth work in connec- 
tion with the Stensland case, by another as- 
sistant that he had no access to them, and by 
anothe: that the records were burned. This 
ccmniission has the power to order copies 
ar or to withhold favors from Mr. Rosen- 
thal.”’ 

IT am not asking any favors,” replied Mr. 
Rosenthal.

Mahoney on the Stand. 


Mahoney was on the witness stand during 
the earlier part of the sessions. Under cross 
examination he stated that he never had dis- 
cussed with Lavin the names of the persons 
he had selected for the burglary the in- 
spector was alleged to have “ framed up.’’ 
He said that Lavin “had left the details 
to his judgment,’’ but asked him occasionally 
how the “ thing was getting along.”’ 

Then Comerford took him up for the con- 
cluding redirect examination and brought 
out that he was under the orders of his cap- 
tain (then Lavin), and that if he was in his 
disfavor he could expect no such kindmees 
from him as promotion. The purpose of this 
was to show that Mahoney felt obligated to 
carry out the alleged wishes of his superior 
im the Hagemann burglary. 

In the latter part of Mahoney’s testimony, 
Mr. Comerford undertook to bring out that 
while Mahoney was in jail he was interviewed 
by emissaries of Lavin. Mr. Rosenthal ob- 
jected that such testimony was incompetent, 
and Commissioner Prentiss sustained him. 

**T am working in the dark,”’ pleaded Attor- 
ney Comerford. “1am trying to bring out 
competent testimony. You have ordered that 
I shall not talk with the witness.”’ 

The commissioners said the order did not 
apply to Comerford, but that Mahoney had 
been inetructed not to talk about the case to 
outsiders. Securing permission then, Mr. 
Comerford took his star witness into an innet 
room and had an earnest confab with him 
but evidently Mahoney was unable to tell him 
the names of persone who had visited him at 
the jail as “‘ Lavin emissaries,’’ for he pro- 
ceeded no longer along that tack. 


Policeman Carroll Testifies. 

Policeman James Carroll, who has been 
on the force but five months, was the next 
witness. He testified he was in a barn just 
north of Garfield boulevard when the first 
explosion in the Hagemann jewelry store at- 
tracted his attention. 

‘I ran out to see what was the matter 
and I saw a policeman and he told me that 
a torpedo had exploded on the street car 
track,’’ he testified. ‘‘ The policeman was 
standing in front of the jewelry store at that 
time. I returned to the barn and ran out 
again when I heard the second expiosion.”’ 

‘Did you see the policeman?” 

“Yes, I saw him getting into a buggy 
with two other men.” 

* Did they have anything between them? ”’ 

** Yes, they appeared to be carrying some 
kind of a parcel, which they put in the 
buggy.”’ 

“Who was the policeman?” 

‘**‘I thought that it was the regular po- 
liceman on that beat, Mahoney.’’ 

“Then what did you do about it? ”’ 

‘The next morning I got Jeremiah Curtin, 
a saloonkeeper, to hitch up and drive over 
to the Stockyards police station and I told 
Capt. Lavin about the policeman being about 
at the time that the robbery occurred.”’

** Did you testify that the policeman whom 
you saw was the man regularly on that beat?’’ 
asked the lawyer. 

. “JI. belleve I did.”’ 

“Did you say he stood right under the 
light, where he might easily be seen ?’’ , 

**I helleve so.’’ 

“Then tell us why you didn’t identify 
Mahoney then as the policeman whom you 
had .seen.”’ 

“IT wasafraidtothen. I was afraid of mak- 
ing a mistake."’ 

“ Did you not testify at that time that you 
couldn't tell whether you saw a park or a 
city policeman?’ 
thal, referring to the records. 

"I don’t believe that I said that.’’ 

There were many other questione along 
this line, and Attorney Rosenthal at last 
succeeded in getting Carroll to admit that he 
had testified that he could not identify the 
man whom he had but a few minutes before 
pointed out as the policeman who wae pres- 
ent whem the robbery took place. He also 
said that he had at that hearing failed to 
mention the fact that he had seen the 
Policeman and two men drive away in a 
buggy. | 

Mr. Rosenthal then explained to the mem- 
bers of the board that he expected later to 
prove that important points in this and other 
affidavits takem by Attorney Comerford in 
connection with the Lavin case had not been 
presented to the commissioners exactly as 
they had been made. 

“ Well, I protest that this unmanly, cow- 
ardly, and unwarranted method of attacking 
our methods and witnesses cheapens the case 
of the defense,”’ exclaimed Attorney Comer- 
ford, springing to his feet, greatly excited. 


Clash Over Curtin’s Testimony.

honey’s presence and that he afterwards 
had taken Carroll to the police station in 
his buggy, where he supposed Carroll had 
told Capt. Lavin that Mahoney was mixed 
up in the burglary. Personally Curtin said 
he never had spoken of the burglary to 
Lavin. 

Attorney Comerford’s examination of 
South Park Policeman Frank Hamlin at 
least established the fact that Mahoney was 
in the vicinity of the Hagemann store on the 
morning of the robbery. Hamlin told of 
arriving at the place shortly after midnight 
and later of * waking up a drunk.” 


Says Comerford Doctored Affidavit: 

Attorney Rosenthal then questioned the 
Witness. After some questioning he said 
that the important part of the witness’ 
affidavit, that Capt. Lavin hed sent for him 
to call at the station, had been omitted by 
Attorney Comerford. In the dispute which 
followed Comerford declared that “‘ Attorney 
Rosenthal had made himself a nuisance per 
se and that he should be abated.”’ 

“Do you know why your statement that 
Policeman Sandstrom.was sent for you was 
omitted from Comefford'’s vesion of your 
affidavit?” asked Attorney Rosenthal with- 
out paying any attention to Comerford’s re- 
mar 


“IT am sure I don't know,” replied the 
policeman. 

There was further talk of a heated sort 
between the two attorneys, then they sub- 
sided and Capt. Clancy was called to the 
stand by Mr. Comerford. The captain showed 
by his manner of answering questions that 
the presence of the chief arid the members of 
the trial board did not overawe him.

ATTEMPT TO KILL RESULTS 
FROM FRICTION IN FAMILY. 


Three Shots Are Fired at an Evanston 
Merchant in His Store by the Father 
of His Dead Wife. 


A long standing family feud broke out into 
violence yesterday when Fred Waar, 73 years 
old, 3112 Indiana avenue, shot at his son-in- 
law, Carl Wegner, in the latter’s store, 713

CHILD ENTICER 18 MOBBED 


JAMES JONES, 60 YEARS OLD, IS 
BEATEN BY FURIOUS WOMEN. 


Alleged Employe of City Water Pipe 
Extension Department, Accused of 
Trying to Lure a Little Girl Into 
an Alley, Is Attacked and Bruised 
So Badly That the Police, After 
Rescuing Him, Take Him te Hos- 
pital for Treatment. 


Three policemen and two detectives were 
compelled to fight their way through a 
crowd of women at May and West Madison 
street last evening to rescue James Jones, 
60 years old, who was accused of naving 
attempted to lure Mary Sullivan, 11 years 
old, from her home, 44 Ann street. 

Jones, who said he was employed by Phe 
city in the water pipe extension department, 
was taken to the county hospital, where his 
injuries were dressed. He was locked up 
later at the Desplaines street police station. 

While standing on the sidewalk near her 
home the child was met by Jones who gave 
her a dime to purchase some peaches. When 
she returned with the fruit Jones urged her 
to- follow him until he neared an alley north 
of Madison street. Then it is said he seized 
her hand and tried to drag her into the 
ailey. Several women saw his action and 
went to the assistance of the child who wa 
crying and trying to free herself. 


Furiously Beaten by Women. 

At that moment Mrs. Sullivan, the child’s 
mother, came from her house, and when she 
heard what had happened she struck Jones 
and called for the police. The cries of the 
mother attracted the attention of neighbors 
and soon a large crowd gathered. 

Some woman in the crowd shouted ** Lynch 
him.” An instant later Jones was seizedand 
thrown to the pavement. As if by a signal 
four or five women kicked him until he shout- 
ed for help. Policeman Pugner heard of the 
trouble and called Policemen McGinnis and 
Waleh to aid him. Fearing there was a gen- 
eral riot Pugner telephoned the police station 
and Detectives Mulvihill and O’ Neill hurried 
to the scene. 

The policemen forced their way through the 
crowd, which then numbered 200 persons, 
before they found Jones and dispersed the 
mob. Women and men followed the patrol 
wagon, jeering at the policemen for not al- 
bowing them to deal with Jones. He will have 
a hearing this morning. 


Twenty Years for Attacking Girl. 

Andrew Brooks, an aged man, known near 
his home at 478 West Twelfth street as “‘ The 
Hermit,’’ was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for twenty years in Judge Pinckney’s court 
for attacking a 12 year old girl. The trial 
was finished in a day. 

The complainant was Fannie Gault, 480 
West Twelfth street, who gave testimony 
which resulted in the conviction of Brooks. 
Several of the man’s neighbors testified 
against him. Attorneys for Brooks claimed 
that the old man was insane and ought to be 
sent to some asylum. 


Accused of Abducting Girl. 

On the testimony of Miss Ethel Larson, 
whom he was said to have deserted, Jack 
Deckman, 23 years old, was held to the crimi- 
nal court by Justice Mayer to answer the 
charge of abducting Florence Burke, 17 
years old.

While it is a matter which must be taken 


tc the Supreme court for final settlemént 
and Judge Windes has hastened his own ac- 
tion in order that an appeai can be perfected 
in time for the October term of the higher 
tribunal, much interest is felt as to his find- 
ing. 


One point at issue is as to the validity of 


the Mueller law under which the city admin- 
istration wants to issue $75,000,000 worth of 
certificates to purchase the existing street 
car properties. 

The other point is as to whether, allow- | 
ing the law to be valid, the council ordinance | 
authorizing the issuance of these $75.000,000 
worth of certificates was passed in con- 
formity to the terms of the law. 


The best information to be had last even- 
ing was the court would decide against the 
vaildity of the certificate and perhaps the 
validity of the Mueller law itself. 


Measure May Be Killed Forever. 


If it is inherently unconstitutional, then no 
future legislature can pass a valid law &au- 


thorizing the city to go into the street car 


business. The only possible hope would! be 


through the new charter, and that is doubtful. 


If it is held invalid on the grounds that some 


of its provisions conflict with the constitu- 


tion, then another law might be passed. 
Concerning the second point, if the courts 
held the Mueller law valid, but the ordinance 


authorizing the issue of $75,000,000 of certifi- 


cates not in cohformity with it, then this 
defect could be remedied by council passing 
a new ordinance which would follow the pro- 
visions of the law. 


Lawyers on Both Sides Confident. 


Among the lawyers connected with the 
city’s side of the case the claim was made 
that Judge Windes would give them the bene- 
fit of the @oubt on the main point atid pass 
the question of the validity of the Mueller law 
up to the Supreme court. From Corporation 
Counsel Lewis down, this hope was expressed 
by the attorneys who have pleaded for ‘the 
right to issue the certificates.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 14.—[{Special.]— 
Carl Young, traveling auditor of the Pan- 
handle and Pecos Valley Land company, 
Was arrested in Kansas City by J. E. Mor- 
rigson, deputy United States marshal, today 
on an indictment issued at Albuquerque, N. 
M., charging him with being !mplicated in 
land frauds against the government. Hewas 
arraigned before Commissioner J. M. Nuck- 
olds, and furnished bond for his appearance 
before the grand jury in New Mexico. He 
admitted his identity. 

The conspiracy alleged in the indictment 
asserts that Young and officials of his com- 
pany tried to induce persons to inspect and 
purchase governmem land, and thus defraud 
the government out of the control of the land 
by making fraudulent entries under the des- 
ert land laws. 

Young denies knowledge of any such con- 
epiracy.

Denver, Colo., Sept. 14-—-The Colorado re+ 
publican convention today adjourned until 
9:30 tomorrow morning, after nominating 
Philip B. Stewart for governor and Alfred EB 
Bent for treasurer. : 

The part taken by the Supreme court, the 
legislature, and the district attorney of Den- 
ver city and county in the Peabody-Adams 
contest is indorsed. The platfotm declares 
that 15,000 fraudulent votes were cast for 
Adams two years ago, and that he never 
legally was elected governor. 

Condemnation is placed upon “the out- 
rageous and scandalous attacks made upon 
the judiciary of the state, and especially the 
Supreme court, by democratic organs and 
Gemocratic platforms,’" and satisfaction is 
expressed that the Supreme court of Colo- 
rado “has maintained its dignity by bring- 
ing to its bar and punishing as a contemnor 
the person of a democratic United States 
senator ’’ [referring to Senator Thomas M. 
Patterson]. 

The platform heartily tndorses “the patri- 
otic and fearless administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,’’ and commends legislation 
enacted by the last congress. 

The party is pledged to fair treatment of 
organized laborand organized capital as well. 
The troubles growing out of the strikes in 
Colorado mining regions three years ago are 
attributed to socialistic and anarchistic senti- 
ment, “ fostered and encouraged by leaders 
of the democratic party in this state for the 
purpose of influencing the labor vote,’ and

GERMAN LOSERS CONSOLED 


Sailors Who Crossed Ocean to Race 
Discover Presideyt Is Much 
Like the Kaiser. 


Oyster Bay, N. J., Sept. 14.—Clean amateur 
sport has a stanch champion in President 
Roosevelt, who today officially presented 
tre Roosevelt cup, an international trophy for 
small boats, to Commedore Trenor L. Park 
‘of the American Yacht club, owner of the 
winning yacht Vim. 

The presentation was made at a luncheon 
given by the president aboard the Mayflower 
to the German and American yachtsmen who 
competed in the races off Marblehead. In 
handing over the trophy Mr. Roosevelt said 
that he wished to give his most hearty in- 
corsement to amateur sports of all kinds. 
Otherwise, he remarked, he would not be 
participating in the function, and the trophy 
would not bear his name. 


Commends German Sportsmanship. 

He commended the sportsmanship of the 
Germans, who had demonetrated, he said, 
that they could withstand the supreme test 
of sportsmen to lose gracefully. There was 
a note of regret in his congratulation of the 
winners, because the Germans had lost. 
However, he felt great satisfaction that the 
yachts which had come across the ocean for 
the race had won one race. a 

There was a side to the races just run and 
to the function taking place, the president 
added, which meant far more to the German 
and American nations than the winning of 
the cup: that in the sportsmanship of the 
two nations was being developed a fraternal 
feeling which was most desirable for the wel- 
fare of both countries. 

When luncheon was served President 
Roosevelt proposed a toast to the emperor 
of Germany. This was responded to later 
by Capt. Hibbinghaus, one of, the German 
representatives, in a toast to the president 
of the United States. In proposing the toast 
the German captain teok occasion to voice 
the cordia] feeling which he and his fellow. 
yachtsmen feit for American amateur sports- 
men. He said it really had been a pleasure 
to lose to such fair representatives of the 
sport. He commented on the fact that every 
possible advantage had been given the stran- 
gers in these waters. 


Kaiser and President of Same Mold. 

After the luncheon Capt. Weitzmann of the 
German Yacht club delivered to the president 
personal messages he bore from Emperor 
William and from his brother, Prince Henry 
of Prussia. These messages were not made 
public and Capt. Weitzmann said the mes- 
sages the preseident returned were regarded 
as. equally confidential, although the captain 
was most enthusiastic in his indorsement of 
President Roosevelt. 

“He ia, indeed, a great man,”’ he com- 
mented. ‘“‘ Both the emperor and the presi- 
dent have many striking points of similar- 
ity,” he concluded, ‘“‘and they should and 
must meet.”’ 


WEALTHY MAN IS A SUICIDE. 


Body of Philadelphia Chemist, Missing 
Several Days, Found in Hud- 
son River. 


New York, Sept. 14.—{Special.)—The body 
of Henry K. Wampole, the wealthy Phila- 
delphia manufacturer of chemicals who has 
teen. missing for several days, was found 
yesterday floating in the Hudson river off the 
Weehawken shore. It was identified at the 
morgue through papers found in the pock- 
ets. It is believed he committed suicide by’ 
jumping from the ferryboat. He became 
mentally unbalanced while brooding over 
the shortage of a trusted employée of his 
firm in Canada. He disappeared from the 
hotel here last week, where he had been 
stopping in the care of a trained nurse.

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STREET CAR GATES. 

Mayor Dunne, who was in Chicago re- 
cently resting from one of his trips in the 
interest of I. M. O., reported the discov- 
ery of a new wrinkle in etreet car equip- 
ment. In Minneapolis the mayer ob- 
served the use of safety gates on street 
cars not only on the side away from but 
on the side toward the sidewalk. These 
gates are not opened until the -car stops 
and are closed before the car starts, mak- 
ing it impossible for any one to enter or 
leave a car while it is in motion. The 
mayor conceived the idea that this sys- 
tem of gates prevented accidents and pro- 
posed to introduce it into Chicago. 

The question: of gates was thrashed out 
in the Minneapolis press last year, and a 
majority of the correspondents who sent 


their views to the papers agreed that the 


gates did not increase the safety of the 


' passengers to a degree that would com- 


. 


pensate for the many inconveniences of 
their use. The arguments which applied 
to Minneapolis would apply with greatem 
force to Chieago.

the government, there is a constant in- 
centive to revolution on the part of a large 
percentage of the population. They have 
no genuine grievance and no cause of 
‘complaint against the government except 
that it does not give them offices. 

No peace will be surely established in 
Cuba so long as the government ig not in 
a position where it can accede to the de- 
mands of importunate office seekers or 
reject them and maintain its authority by 
force of arms if necessary. 

If it were physically possible and not 
abhorrent to the principles of civilization 
it would be desirable to submerge the is- 
land of Cuba until most of the native pop- 
niation had disappeared and then resur- 
rect it: Then the island would be washed 
clean and it would be a decent and _at- 
tractive place for Americans to settle in. 
At present the situation under the most 
favorable circumstances is pot encourag- 
ing or promising. There is a large popu- 
lation which needs to be dealt with by 
gome resolute government having the pow- 
er to enforce its decrees. 

We do not know where such a govern- 
ment is to be found in the neighberhood 
of Cuba unless it be in the United States. 
Even if it could be found, would the 
United States permit any other govern- 
ment to intervene or secure a foothold 
in Cuba? 

There is manifest duty here, as well as 
manifest destiny. The Uuited States 
must take hold of Cuba with a strong 
arm and shake the undisciplined, turbu- 
lent, rebellious people into some kind of 
order. They must be put to work or de- 
ported to some tropical land where they 
can live without work. There may be 
some such spot in equatorial Africa where 
they will find a congenial climate and a 
delightful lack of employment, and where 
their insurrections will not trouble the 
United States. Evidently a large major- 
ity of the discontented people of Cuba 
would not be missed if their permanent 
absence from the island could bea assured. 


SAFETY A RAILROAD’S FIRST DUTY. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
way bas introduced a reform which should 
be appreciated by all travelers, and that 
méang about everybody. “Realizing the risk. 
to which a fast train is exposed if the engi- 
neer is unable to keep constant watch for 
signals the management of the road has 
decid... transfer to slower and less im- 
sil ‘trains all engineers who wear 
Pfiissts. No one whose eyesight is fairly 
good with the aid of glasses is to be dis- 
charged, but the fast trains have been put 
in charge of men of nearly normal vision. 
Of 1,600 engineers employed only about 840 
run passenger engines; only forty would be 
affected by the order, and only two have been 
removed from fast trains on account of de- 
fective vision. This reasonable reform is op- 
posed by the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers or its “ grand officers.” 

The reasonableness of the rule is evident. 
An alternation of heat and cold causes 
moisture to condense upon the glasses, 
obscuring the vision temporarily. Exposure 
to rain or snow or dust or condensing steam 
will produce the same effect. Itis necessary 
either to’ remove the glasses and wipe them 
or wait until the mistiness clears up of itself. 
The engineer must not lose-sight of the'track 
abead. A train going at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour goes eighty-eight feet a second, 
at seventy-five miles an hour one hundred 
and ten feet a second, at ninety miles an 
hour one hundred and thirty-two feet a sec- 
ond. 
age speed is not above forty-five miles an 
hour, will often reach double that speed for 
short distances. During the time occupied 
in wiping hi’ glasses or in picking them up if 
they should be dropped or in changing them 
if they should be broken an engineermay be 
carried past signals which it is of the high- 
est importance for him to see. In three 
seconds he may be carried four hundred 
feet. 

Engineers are accepted if their vision is 
“two-thirds normal.” At the end of a run 
of average duration the strain upon the eyes 
has diminished the power of vision by 20 
percent. If the eyes to begin with have the 
minimum strength accepted they may be 
only half normal at the end of the run. 

The engineers are in the wrong in opposing 
the change. No jdjustice is done the engi- 
neers as a body, although some individuals 
may suffer a reduction. The pay remains 
the same for the same class of work. But 
the risk to engineers and other trainmen is 
diminished and for that they should be grate- 
ful. 

In their opposition to so reasonable a rule 
the “ grand officers’ of the engineers can 
expect no public sympathy, because the only 
purpose is to decrease liability of accident, 
and the safety of the public is the first duty 
of a railroad. Suppose the danger to be ex- 
aggerated, it cannot be denied that there is 
some danger. The public will not sym- 
pathize \with men who wish to expose trav- 
elers to greater risk merely to satisfy engi- 
neers who would rather run fast trains than 
slow ones. The Burlington road will receive 
popular support in the stand it has taken, 
and it should insist upon the new rule. Other 
roads should follow the example. : 


PEERLESS WILLIAM’S HARD JOURNEY. 
The peerless William J. Bryan loomed 
mountain high when he was in Austria and 
Russia, but his attraction is in direct propor- 
tion to the square of his distance. The 
nearer he gets the less momentous or moun- 
tainous he appears. The farther he is off the 
greater manheis. At Peterhof he is about a 
mile high and at Arlington Heights about an 
inch high. The journey around the world 
stimulates statesmanship. After Gen. 
Grant's memorable tour or tourney many 
persons said he could not be defeated for 
a third term, but he was. After the peerless 
leader's Odyssey it was said he was as good 
as installed in the White house, but we are 
now reminded that the road is rocky, uphill, 
and fatiguing, “ yes, to the very end.” | 
Mr. Bryan says the government owner- 
ship of railroads’ works well in Germany. 
This is the judgment of a casual, inexpert 
observer, who knows little or nothing of the 
subject. Americans who are familiar with 
the business at home and abroad differ rio- 
lently from Mr. Bryan. The government 
ownership of German railroads is an eco- 
nomic misfortune for the country. Since 
inelastic, utprogressive government methods 
of management prevail in Germany the rail- 
roads are not the handmaids of commierce 
and industry they are here. If private 
initiative and enterprise hed controlled the 
German roads such bulky commodities as 
coal, iron, and stone would be moved more 
generally than they are by rail. The gov- 
ernment officials have not learned how to 
transport freight cheaply and promptly and 
thus swell the volume of traffic. The Ger- 


man government, being incompetent to de- 


velop its railroad system, has driven traffic 
largely to the waterways on which heavy 
freight is moved at reasonable rates. That 
has not been necessary here, where in- 
dividual energy has run the railroads. > 


Fast trains, even though the avér- | 


motives, speed, and freight and passenger 
rates between 1876 and 1906 in America is 
almost inealeylable. In Germany there is 
little difference. There has been no com- 
petition there. There has been here. Thanks 
to it there are such luxutious passenger 


trains as those which run in eighteen hours | 


from. Chicago to New York. Thanks to it 
the products of the west are transported to 
the seaboard at rates of speed and freight 
undreamed of in bureaucratic Germany. 

Government ownership would be the pet- 
rification of railroad management, which 
would at once lose elasticity and flexibility. 
Everything would stay asitis. There would 
be no improvements, no more expenditure 
of money to straighten tracks, reduce grades, 
add to terminal facilities, and to buy more 
powerful locomotives and larger and better 
cars. There would be an end of all these 
economic outlays, for there would be no 
more competition. But the cost of operat- 
ing the roads would increase under bureau- 
cratic management. There would be more 
employés and they. would be paid higher sal- 
aries or wages. 

Government ownership would involve a 
radical change in the attitude of the em- 
ployés of the roads towards the public, They 
would put on the arrogance and indifference 
so characteristic of the government em- 
ployé. ‘There would be the studied dis- 
courtesy prevalent in public officers. Today 
when a railroad employé is insolent the 
means of redress are at hand, - A complaint 
is acted on promptly. Under government 
‘ownership every complaint would be a red 
tape affair, an unending proceeding. It is 
said now that it takes too long a time to re- 
cover damages from a railroad, How long 
wonld it take if the government operated 
the roads, and every claim had to go through 
the cireumlocution bureau and the courts 
and be passed on finally by congress? 

Government ownership would do infinite 
harm if the only result were to lower the 


standard of railroad efficiency. Other evils, 


unknown in Germany would foHow. There 
the management of the roads is quasi-mili- 
tary. Here it would be political.. In Ger. 
many the railroad employé is the servant of 
the state. Here he would be the servant of 
the party which was in power at Washing- 
ton. That party would attempt to bind to 
itself the million-and a half employés so as 
to retain power with their yotes. The rail- 
road system would constitute a huge politi- 
cal machine, responding easily to the guid- 
ance of the government officials who raised 
wages and shortened hours. | 

The party in power would be able toregu- 
late the transportation charges of a con- 
tinent. Armed with that powér it could 
blight the industries of one section and ex- 
tend special favors to those of another. If 
a group of western states stood by the 
minority party the party in power could 
punish the producers of those refractory 
states by raising the rates on their products, 
It could build up New Orleans or Galveston 
and pull down Boston. American industry 
and commerce would be the plaything of 
partisan politics. 

These would be the deadly consequences 
of the government ownership of railroads, of 
which Mr. Bryan has become the advocate. 
No man who occupies that position should 
be elected president. 

Mr. Bryan may say that he is simply ex- 

pressing his private, individual sentiments 
and that he does not know whether his party 
agrees with him or his views. This will ap- 
pear in its platform. A man entertaining the 
views Mr. Bryan does, as firmly as he says 
he does, would try to shape legislation in the 
direction of his views if he were president. 
Mr. Roosevelt has put;through a number of 
measures which were not in the republican 
platform. The so-called spelling reform is 
only, one of them. There are many other 
subjects not mentioned in the platform 
which he has taken up in his strenuous 
manner. Railroad rate regulation and pure 
food, measures for which the president 
fought so vigorously are not in the body of 
republican doctrine proclaimed two years 
ago. | . 
If Mr. Bryan were elected president, being 
an ardent and zealous apostle of reform, 
he probably would use all the powers of the 
government he could to put in practice his 
peculiar ‘notions of government ownership 
of railroads. No such opportunity should be 
given to him.

The Leslie family ig generally understood 
to have been founded by 4 Hungarian noble- 
man who escorted Queen Margaret to Scot~- 
land in 1067. She rode behind him on «4 
pillion, and while crossing a stream almost 
slipped off. “Grip fast,” cried he, and the 
queen coolty replied, *‘ Gin the buckle bids " 
(‘If the buckle holds"). This is the tradi- 
tional origin of Sir John Leshe’s family 
crest—namely: a buekle, and of his family 
motto, which is “ Grip fast.”

Sir Jolin Leslie's branch of the family was 
founded by John LeshHe, bishop of the Isles 
in Scotland, who was translated to the see 
of Clogher, in Ireland, and there he built the 
castie in County Monaghan known as Gilass- 
lough, and which is still the home of the 
Leslies. This bishop came to London to at- 
tend the restoration of Charles II., and in 
spite of hie being 90 years of age at the time 
it is recorded of him that he rode all the way 
from Chester to London on that occasion in 
twenty-four hours. He survived until 100, 
so that Sir John Leslie, his descendant, 
has prospects of living for many years to 


come. 

It ie difficult to realize that Sir John's father 
was in the prime of life at the time of the 
Irieh rebellion of 1798, and his memory is 
sti respected and revered by aij Irishmen, 
as he alone among his neighbors—and he was 
by far the most important land holder in 
County Moneghan—voted against the union, 
declining the peerage which was offered to 
him by the government if he would vote in 
favor of the union. There is still in existence 
in Ireland a book, to be found in thehands of 
many of the clergy, containing what is called 
a black and a white list—in other words, a 
ligt of those who voted for and against the 
union, Sir John Leslie’s father figures in the 
white Nst, and that is why the name of Leslie 
is honored to this day throughout the length 
and breadth of the Emerald isle.

Prince Albert of Prussia, who died on 
Thursday, had not been a well man forsome 
time past. He had a fit of apoplexy at the 
wedding of Don Alfonso at Madrid, which 
would have attracted much more attention 
and would have created a greater sensation 
had it not been for the consternation’caused 
by the attempt to assassinate the young 
king and queen of Spain. He was an 
enormously tall and full blooded man of 70 
years of age, and under the circumstances 
his latest fit of apoplexy, which h» sustained 
on Wednesday, naturally proved fatal. The 
prince was a kind hearted, genial man, whose 
life had been singularly free from scandal, 
which is all the more to his credit in view of 
the fact that he has im his veins the blood of 
the crazy Czar Paul, who bequeathed a taint 
of insanity to so many of his descendants, 
among others to Prince Albert’s mother, the 
extremely eccentric Princess Marianne of the 
Netherlands. Indeed, so peculiar was this 
princess that her husband, Prince Albert the 
elder, the sailor brother of old Emperor 
William, was obliged to divorce her, where- 
upon she contracted a morganatic marriage 
with one of her attendants and died at an ad- 
vanced age only about fifteen years ago. 
Prince Albert the elder thereupon consoled 
himself by marrying morganaticallya young 
girl of noble birth of the name of Rosalie 
von Rauch, whose family had for more than 
1D years occupied leading positiong at the 
court of Berlin. On the occasion of her union 
to the prince she received the titleof countess 
of Hohenau, and the two sons which she bore 
to Prince Albert the elder are now known as 
ss of Hohenau. 

, -e- : 
' Thies Prince Albert was perhaps the richest 
member of the reigning house of Prussia. 
Most of his wealth came to him. from his 
Dutch mother. It will be divided among 
his three sons, Frederick Henry, Joachim 
Albert, and Frederick William. All three 
have inherited his musical gifts. For Prince 
Albert was a particularly fine organist anda 
composer of considerable genius. His son 
Joachim Albert is probably the one of his 
three boys who shared to the greatest extent 
his father’s devotion to Bach and Handel, as 
well as his fondness for the works of 
Mendelesohn, Beethoven, and Mozart. The 
young prince is a most accomplished per- 
former on the violoncello and the composer 
of a number of works, including am opera 
which has been produced with success at 
Berlin. Prince Albert’s sister, the widowed 
Duchess William of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
has also been active as a composer, her 
works being printed for private circulation 
‘under the initials of “ A. H. M.,” standing 
for “ Alexandrine Hohenzollern Mecklen- 
burg.”’ Of her songs, some fifty in number, 
the most melodious and full of sentiment is 
undoubtedly that entitled “Ein Dueress 
Blatt,” while the collection likewise includes 
an English song beginning with the words— 

‘* No ditch is too deep, 
And no wall is too high; 
If two love each other, 
They will meet by and by.”’

Of course Prince Albert's death brings once 
more to the fore the question of the rulership 
of the duchy of Brunswick, of which he has 
been regent since the death of Duke William 
in 1884: The legal heir to the throne was 
then and remains today the ex-crown prince 
of Hanover, popularly known as the duke of 
Cumberland, and who in addition to being a 
prince of the reigning house of England is a 
brother-in-law of the kings of England, of 
Greece, and of Denmark, as well as of the 
widowed empress of Russia. This prince was 
excluded from the succession to the throne 
of Brunswick owing to his refusal to give up 
his claim to his father’s crown of Hanover 
or to recognize the German empire as now 
constituted, the people of Brunswick and 
the sovereign members of the confederation 
known as the German empire naturally ob- 
jecting to a prince who is not im sympathy 
with the existing order of things. 

The Brunswick regency law of Feb. 16, 
1869, which received the sanction of the late 
Duke William of Brunswick, enacts that “* in 
case the legitimate heir to the throne of 
Brunswick be prevented from assuming the 
ecepter a council of regency consisting of the 
ministers of state, the presidents of the legis- 
lature and of the Supreme court, shall carry 
on the government.” This is what will now 
take place. The law of 1869 further provides 
that “if within the space of twelve months 
the rightful heir, that is to say, the duke of 
Cumberland, is unable to occupy the throne, 
either by insanity or by thé conviction of the 
people of Brunswick and of the federal rulers 
of Germany that he is unwilling or unlikely 
to fulfill his obligations as a member of t 
confederation, the legislature of Brunswick 
shall elect a regent from among the non- 
reigning members of the sovereign houses of 
Germany.” It was by virture of this law that 
Prince Albert was elected regent im October, 
1885, and it should be thoroughly understood 
that he owed his regency of the duchy of 
Brunswick to the wishes of its people, ex- 
pressed in their parliament, and not,es is 
generally supposed, to a piece of high handed, 
unpopular action on the part of the late 
Prince Bismarck.

It remains to be seen whom the Brunswick 
legislature will elect to succeed Prince Albert. 
The duke of Cumberland still remains ex- 
cluded. His eldest son, George, now 26 years 
of age, has been crippfed by blood poisoning 
an@ has become afflicted with melancholia 
by reason of his sufferings, and his only 
brother, Ernest, is not yet ofage.

That honest work salts out of door exertion 
one cannot well help but appreciate 
when Acting as a human beast of bur- 
den on the trail. Perhaps there'd be 
less zest im the experience were it fa- 
miliar, or ohne imposed by a “neces- 
sity that had come uninvited; but as a nov- 
elty, as a pastime entered merrily, or even as 


a natural appetizer for a jaded palate, it has 
no equal outside the timber or on the lowland 
level. 

It’s hard work, this traveling along the 
rough trail of an unlumbered forest, walking 
Indian file, and loaded, Indian fashion, witha 
burden, proportioged to your strength, 
bound on your shOulders. The guides go on 
ahead, each with a huge pack basket strapped 
on his back, and carrying each his shooting 
frons, and perhaps also the package of your 
flahing rods. They are big men, and move de- 
liberately, in woodsman fashion, meaning to 
make the latter half of the road even better 
than the earlier portion of it,

It's a thirsty road, although not a dusty 
oné, Occasionally we stop to kneel beside a 
shallow brook which bubbles from beneath 
a rock, and, bending down, we wet our lips 
in the cool running water, Later, arriving at 
a deeper pool, we cut a strip of bark from @ 
birch tree growing by it, and make a cornu- 
copia, an excellent cup, which, when we go 
away, we leave upon an overhanging branch, 
in order that he who comes this road next 
after us may drink the health of us who went 
before him, in a refreshing draft of the sweet 
water of the hills. : 

At many points the way is wild, and the 
path uncertain.

ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. 
é {From Gas Logic.] 

The sconce and the lantern were in general 
use throughout the middle ages. The sconce 
was a light covered and guarded from the 
wind, lifted down by a handie and distinct 
from the lantern, serving somewhat the same 
purpose, but hung by a chain. 

Lanterns in the thirteenth century were 
made of gold, silver, copper, or iron, according 
to the means of the owner. The light in the 
latter was shielded from the wind by thin 
sheets of horn. Lantern making was an im- 
portant industry in Paris. 

Noblemen and rich merchants took to hav- 
ing luxurious little traveling equipments 
made for them, and among these were travel- 
ing candlesticks and wash basins in fine 
yagi work, the secret of which is now 

ost. 

The custom of having servants carry: flam- 
beaux at festivals also became general about 
this time and a strange andi tragic incident is 
connected with this fashion. At a ball given 
by Charles VI. the torches carried by some 
careless servant came too near the head- 
dresses of certain persons dressed as sav- 
ages and set them afire. The unfortunate 
guests were burned to death, and the king 
at the sight lost his reason, a madness which 
had a serious effect on the history of France. 

Magic lanterns were invented in the time of 
King Francis IL. A device on a somewhat 
similar plan was used as a sign before shop 
doors to attract custom. 

Lamps fell in disfavor at the beginning of 
the seventeenth century and were only used 
by the poor and in passages and stables 
where the smoke coulé evaporate and a great 
deal of light was needed. Candies had then 
reached their perfection and can@lesticke 
their most exquisite form. A candlestick of 
crystal given by Louis XIV. to La Valliere 
is still in existence and it was at this time, 
also, that the crystal pendants came into 
fashion. 

Street iluminations were not seri - 
tempted in Paris until about the lade ea 
the seventeenth century. In the first years 
of that notable century the streets of Paris 
were dark. The rich were escorted by lack- 
eys bearing torches, the middle class folk 
picked their way, lantern in hand, while the 
poor sifd along, feeling their way by the walls 
In his edict of September, 1667, the king pro- 
vided that candles inclosed in a case of glass 
should be hung by cords at the height of the 
first story of the house, three lanterns for 
every street, one at each end and one in the 
middie. At the sound of a bell, struck by a 
watchman, they were lighted. 

Paris was, however, considerably tn ad- 
vance of other cities of the world at this time. 
In London link boys, stood about in public 
places, calling out in lugubrious tones, ‘‘ Gen- 
tlemen, a light!” 

The origin of the phrase, “ holding a candle 
to you’’ is doubtful, but some authorities 
trace it to the fact that as the small light 
stand had not yet been devised any one who 
desired to read in bed had to have a servant 
stand beside him to hold the candle. One 
cannot imagine how reading in bed ender 
these circumstances would be enjoyable, 
certainly not to one who has been accustomed 
to solitude and a gas jet easily turned on or 
off; but there is everything in habit. 


JAPANESE NAVAL SANITATION, 
{From the Medical Record. ] 

Baron K. Takaki shows from statistics of 
the Japanese navy that it appeared in 1880 
that if beriberi could be wholly exterminated 
the number of losses from fllnese would de- 
crease from 24.09 per thousand to 13.66. The 
improved hygienic condition Of this great 
navy at present depends upon certain devel- 
opments which have taken place since the 
establishment of the naval medical buread in 
1872. 

It was some years later, however, before 
the records began to be essentially helpful 
and valuable. The writer declares that the 
present condition of the imperial Japanese 
naval hygiene was due to having had an able 
mam at the head of the navy and also to the 
education of tne medical officers. In order 
to maintain the health and@ efficiency of the 
men a careful selection is made at the time 
of enlistment and the maintenance of the 
health is attended to with the most cereful 
detail. To attaim these objects the writer 
declares that there must be an organization 
in which the medica! officers and nurses must 
be properly educated for their duties, while 
the rs and men of other branches must 
be taught elementary phywlology and by- 


giene.

“THE DREAM AND THE BUSI-

thetic interest attaches to this story; it is 
like receiving a letter from a friend after 
the death of that friend. - 

“The Dream and the Business” is the 
story of the nonconformist conscience. The 
quotation on the title page reads: “ For a 
dream cometh through the multitude of busi- 
ness "'—which is a little farfetched, but at the 
same time it would seem to mean that there 
is a good deal of difference between dreams 
and reality. 

The book is in the author’s more serious 
vein, and the argument appears to be that 
in this twentieth century Puritan fathers 
cannot carry out their Puritan theories in 
their families with any success. Dr. Firmal- 
den, who is a typical example of the old 
school orthodoxy, is the minister of a large 
Congregational “ chapel "—that is what they 
call nonconformist churches In England-—in 
Bayswater. He has given his son Jim and 
his daughter Sophy the best that can be had 
in the way of education, but he keeps a tight 
hold upon their social life and reading babits.

COSTS UNCLE SAM 2.5 CENTS 
TO COLLECT $1 IN CHICAGO. 


In Last Year $9,997,904 Was Paid by 
Importers as Customs on Goods 
from Abroad. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.]J— 
Chicago ranks second among the larger ports 
of the country in the small amount of money 
that is necessary to collect each dollar by the 
customs officials. The port of New York, of 
course, ranks first, because of the heavy 
importations. During the last year it cost 
2.5 cents to collect a dollar tniChicago, which 
is an increase over the previous year of one- 
half of a cent. 

According to an official statement made to- 
day the aggregate receipts from all customs 
sources for Chicago for the last year amount- 
ed to $9,997,904, which is an increase over the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, of $2,033,691. 

During the same period the aggregate re- 
ceipts from customs at the port of New York 
totaled the enormous figure of $200,608,240, 
which is an increase of over $25,000,000 over 
tue previous year. 

ahe total cost of the administration of the 
customs offices in Chicago amounted to $247,- 
268, and the average number of persons em- 
ployed was 177. The number of entries of 
merchandise was 34,308. 

There was also an enormous tonnage enter 
ing and clearing at the port of Chicago. The 
number of foreign vessels entering and clear- 
ing amounted to 142 and 226, respectively, and 
the coastwise 7,167 and 7,120. 


GEN. CORBIN QUITS THE ARMY. 


Goes on Retired List at Noon Today, 
Having Reached the Age of 
64 Years. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—Lieut. Gen. 
Henry C. Corbin will be retired at noon to- 
morrow, having reached the age of 64 years. 

Gen. Corbin emtered the volunteer service 
in the civil war in 1862 as a second lieutenant 
in ian Ohio regiment and was mustered out 
as colonel of a colored regiment in 1866. He 
entered the regular service as a second ilieu- 
tenant when the army was reorganized in 
1866 and remained in the infantry until 1880 
when he was appointed to the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department. 

He became adjutant general in 1898, just 
before the Spanish war, and it was during 
that war he made a reputation which result- 
ed in his being made a major general while 
still being adjutant general. The office of 
adjutant general under the conditions ob- 
taining at that time made Gen, Corbin prac- 
tically the head of the army. 


ONE DEVLIN CASE SETTLED. 


Corn Exchange National Bank of Chi- 
cago Compromises $830,000 Claim 
Against Kansas Man’s Estate. 


Topeka, Kas., Sept. 14-—Referee N. H. 
Loomis today entered a decree in the United 
States District court authorizing the com- 
promise between the Corn Exchange Nation- 
al bank of Chicago and the trustees of the 
Devlin estate, by which the former turns over 
to ‘the trustees notes, interest coupons, and 
drafts. In return the trustees convey all 
rights, title, and interest in the collateral se- 
curities held by the bank to cover the loan. 
The face value of the bank’s securities ap- 
proximate $850,000. The Devlin estate is the 
gainer by the compromise. The bank had 
filed suit in Chicago, but will now withdraw 
and pay the costs.

Smatier Argentine Shipments and Ex- 
tension of Russian Famine Area 
Join with Increasing Doubt Over 
Northwestern Situation in Curbing 
the Bears—New Crep Corn Options 
Easier—Halt in Oats Upturn—Janu- 

are Provisieus Given Support. 


A generous @ispensation of bullish foreign 
gossip yesterday combined with domestic 
influences that have effective in recent 
ecesions in lending firmness to the wheat 
gituation. Business was not on a broad 
ecale, but the caution of the shorts seemed 
to have lost none of its spirit, and there 
vas the bare suggestion of more hope among 
traders: A display of strength after such 
a long period of depression was not won- 
oered at, and@ the more hopeful are going so 
far as to predict that the recent strength 
is but the start of a material upturn in 
values. Final quotations showed advances 
of %c for September, %@%c for December, 
end %p for May.

Northwestern Stock Decrease.

In place of the 
reported increase of 1,000,000 bu in Duluth 
stocks, the gain for the week was only 445,- 
000 bu, the net loss at that place and Min- 
reapolis for the period being 230,000 bu, 
compared to an increase for the two points 
cf 586,000 bu the corresponding time last 

ear. 
ile ea We phipments were 200,000 bu, well 
wader the estimate, and 1,012,000 bu less 
than the exports of a year before. Since 
Jan. 1 the shipments from the South Ameri- 
can republic have totaled 79,692,000 bu, com- 
pared to 92,426,000 bu the like time in 1905. 
The Argentine visible—1,040,000 bu—is 2,024, - 
000 bu less than that of last year at this 


time. 

Thrashing returns from the northwest, 
where weather was cool and clearing, were 
mixed. Some were of the sort to indicate 
Gisappointment, while others were of the 
kind to bolster earlier bearish hopes. The 
arrivais at the leading points in Minnesota, 
bowever, did not come up to expectations, 
Duluth and Minneapolis 603 cars, against 
749 care the corresponding day last year. 
There were numerous complaints as to the 
grading cf the cereal The receipts at Win- 
nipeg, continuing to grade satisfactorily, 
were 238 cars. Local arrivals were 49 cars 
under the estimate, and total primary re- 
ceipts were in excess of those of a year ago. 
Seaboard clearances were large at 805,000 
bu, wheat and flour. 


Russian Famine Area Increasing. 

A cable was to the effect that the famine 
area of Russia was increasing, the Antwerp 
upturn being attributed largely to this news. 
While cable bids for wheat were said to be 
under a workable baeis, Duluth was up 1@ 
1%c for durum, the rise being taken to indi- 
cate more material interest from abroad in it. 

Southwestern markets reported strength in 
the cash situation, and advices from Minne- 
apolis were encouraging. Firmness prevailed 
in the local cash market, although trading 
was limited. It was estimated that the Ger- 
man imports this yeat would be 80,000,000 bu, 
against 86,400,000 bu last year. The Modern 
Miller said soft winter wheat south of the 
Ohio. river was almost enfirely out of far- 
mers’ hands.

New Crop Corn Easier. 


’ The corn market, dull the greater part of 
the day, moved within a narrow range, clos- 
ing 4c higher for September and ke lower 
for December and May. There was good 
support to the current month, shorts cov- 
ering freely and some new buying being 
booked. The September derived strength 
from heavy shipments and prospectively 
light receipts. Advices indicated that re- 
cent lowering of bids had strengthened the 
disposition Of farmers to cling more tena- 
clously to their grain. The shipments were 
within a small amount of 850,000 bu, the 
receipts here being about 610,000 bu. 

Cash corn was 4@%c higher, with a little 
more interest from shippers and the proba- 
bility of more doing in new corn with for- 
eigners, The week’s exports of the grain 
were 985,000 bu, against 328,000 bu last 
week and 1,200,000 bu last year. The week’s 
shipments from the Argentine were 2,185. - 
000 bu. compared to 2,202,000 bu last week 
and 2,072,000 bu last year. Liverpool closed 
@ little higher. Trade in the general market 
here was not as active as that of the day 
before. The bulges found longs willing sell- 
ers of the new crop options. 


Oats Work Weaker. 


‘While there was no unusually hard driving, 
the oats market failed to continue the firm- 
ness shown in previous session. Buying 
lacked much of the recent snappiness, and 
there was more disposition on the part of

bies were firmer, although there were in- 
dications of a brisker movement of the grain 
from the west.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. | 


B. W. Snow has completed a special oats 
crop report for the Orange Judd Farmer, 
based upon actual thrashing results in prac- 
tically every county in which the crop is 
important. The average rate of yield is 
placed at 30.7 bu, which, on the basis 
of his estimate of acreage, would make a 
crop of 929,000,000 bu, against his esti- 
mate of 1,003,000,000 bu last year. On 
the government estimate of acreage this rate 
of yield would make a crop of 850,000,000 
bu, against 953,000,000 bu last year. 

The rate of yield is reported high in the 
states of heavy production, as follows: .Ohio, 
30.3; Wisconsin, 36.6; Minnesota, 32.0; lowa, 
24.0; Nebraska, 38.8; North Dakota, 38 2, and 
South Dakota, 380. In the Ohio and lower 
Missouri valleys, where condition figures 
have been low during the season, the rate 
of yield as shown by thrashing while low, is 
slightly higher than was expected. 

Last year Mr. Snow's return showed a 
rate of yield of 32.2. bu against the final 
governmemt estimate of 34.0, and his reports 
usually have been in close agreement, with 
the final government figures. : 

“Don’t worry about how much wheat we 
have up here,”” wired Watson, Minneapolis, 
to Wrenn. ‘‘ Those who are trying tq bull 
wheat will soon find out how much we have. 
Reports are being sent out from here of light 
yields and overestimates.. They came from 
people who are bullish on the market and 
aie for effect. I have not changed my views 
at all on the size of the crop.”

Deliveries on September contracts. were

A cable from Mannheim, Germany, was 
that net imports of wheat into Germany 
for the current season were estimated at 
80,000,000 bu, against 86,400,000 bu last year. 

The following governments in Russia have 
been added to the famine area: Novogaro, 
Viatka, Taurida, and Orenburg.

The weekly Argentine cable was that the 
wheat market was dull, with no demand. Ar- 
rivals light, with weather fgvorabi¢, and 
wheat growing well.

“ While optimists predict a 8,000,000,000 bu 
crop it will probably not change much from 
the government figures, suggesting 2,750,000,- 
000 bu, and it has been thoroughly discounted 
as regards prices, especially on the deferred 
futures,” said C. K. Sacket.

“Y doubt if the receipts in the southwest 
would be half as large as they are if it were 
not for the fact that farmers cannot hold 
their damp, tough wheat,” said a message 
from Kansas City to Shearson-Hammill, 
“When this wheat has been marketed there 
will be a materia! falling off in receipts. Pres- 
ent arrivals scarcely contain enough good 
wheat to fill mill orders. Wisconsin mills 
have been liberal buyers of our wheat re- 
cently, and are after more. Out of 175 carsof 
wheat inspected in here yesterday, only 45 
cars were No. 2 red hard and 7 cars No. 2 red, 
Farmers are holding their good wheat.” 

New York wired: ‘‘ Exporters who offered 
wheat to Antwerp report no acceptances on 
last night’s bids, and no improvement in in- 
quiry this morning."’ 

*‘ Offerings of soft winter wheat continue 
small,’ said the Modern Miller. “ Advices 
are that little soft winter is held by farmers 
south of Ohio river, it having been closely 
marketed.

Expected Large Use of Denatured 
Alcohol May Increase Company’s 
Dividends—Indication That Surplus

ENGINEERS WHO WEAR GLASSES 
BARRED ONLY FOR SAFETY. 


Statement by Second Vice President 
Willard and Letter from President 
Harris Are Submitted to Chairman 
ef Brotherhood Committee — Safe- 
guarding of Passengers First Aim 
Willing to Submit to Commerce 


Commission. 


Officials of the Burlington railway, in 4 
letter and a statement given out yesterday, 
explained the position of the company in ite 
negotiations with its locomotive engineers. 
The discussion has hinged on the vision of 
various employés, particularly the engine 
men, and the wearing of glasses. 

The letter of explanation was written by 
Presidemt George B. Harris of the company 
to J. W. Dalton, chairman of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers’ committee 
with which officials of the company have been 
conferring at the Lexington hotel. The 
statement is from Daniel Willard, second 
vice presidem. President Harris# letter fol- 
lows: 

‘ Your letter received, asking for a written 
statement of our conclusions 

“Our company takes the ground that to 
render satisfactory service and make ib 
reasonably safe for the traveling public and 
for coemployés, passenger engineers in cer- 
tain service, whieh was specified, must have 


- good vision without the aid of glasses, The 


whole question is one of adequate safety for 
the lives and property committed to our care 
as a common carrier, and for the safety of co- 
employés. You may recall that we offered 
to lay this whole question of adequate safety 
in respect to the vision of engine men before 
the interstate comanerce commission and 
abide 

ing the commerce commission was to put 
the question before an entirely disinterested 
tribunal.” 

Eyesight of Employes Tested. 

Then foliows the statement of Second Vice 
President Willard. It reads: 

** Some few months since this company, by 
means of its proper officers, tested the eye- 
eight of certain of its employés—such as 
engineers, firemen, conductors, brakemen, 
étc. This was in accordance with long es» 
tablished practice to make such tests once 
every three years. i believe in a general 
way such practice obtains upon nearly ali 
the railroads, and it is required by iaw in 
gome of the states, 

“Asa result of the tests so conducted, it 
was found that a number of the engineers 
had eyesight more or less defective, and that 
in order to enable them to see the signals at 
what was considered a proper and safe dis- 
tance, it was necessary for them to correct 
their eyesight by means of glasses properly 
fitted, and it had been the practice of this 
company for some years past to permit en- 
gineers whose eyesight could be satisfacto- 
rily corrected by means of glasses to run 
engines in the various branches of the serv- 
ice. 


Glasses at Night Not Effective. 


“Other tests which have been made by 
the medical department of this company at 
various times have also a special reference 
to this particular matter. For instance, it 
has been clearly demonstrated that if the 
eyesight of an engineer be tested before 
starting upon an important run and found 
to be, we will say, normai, that at the end 
of his run a similar test will deveiop a 
depreciation of approximately 20 per cent 
in his ability to distinguish objects at a dis- 
tance. 

* Teste also made have shown quite con- 
clusively that, while the use of spectacles 
properly fitted will, when worn in the day- 
time, correct the vision to a great extent, the 
use of glasses at night and with artificiai 
light is not so effective. To what extent 
the use of glasses at night for long range 
use is less effective than in sunlight I am 
unable to say, but it has been clearly shown 
that there is a very marked depreciation. 
This knowledge, of course, had its bearing 
upon the main issue. 

“After giving the matter full considera- 
tion it was decided that it would not be good 
practice to have engineers running engines 
in charge of fast passenger, express, and 
mail trains who were required. to wear 
glasses for distant vision. 


Other Work for Men Disqualified. 


“It was thought to be safe practice to per- 
mit engineers to run such engines, provided 
the test showed that their sight wae two- 
thirds, or 66 per cent, of normal, after rest, 
which would mean that it would be only one- 
half normal at the end of a run, and it was 
also thought that with such men running 
passenger engines 4t would be better and 
safer for them to work without the aid of 
glasses. 

“It was decided that in case it should be 
found that there were men running the more 
important trains who could not qualify under 
the test above qmentioned they would be 
permitted to run passenger engines on branch 
lines or less important passenger trains on 
the main line. They would also be allowed 
to run freight or switch engines, provided 
their vision could be corrected by the use of 
glasees, and the reason for this conclusion 
was as follows: 

“ Of late years it ie well known that there 
has been constant tendency to increase the 
speed of important traineand tocut out stops, 
So that today we have on the Burlington 
system a considerable number of trains 
which are commonly run at rates of speed 
as high as fifty, sixty, and more miles per 
hour and through many of the stations with- 
out stopping or without any considefable re- 
duction of speed. 


~ Danger of Accidents Shown. 
“A train running sixty miles an hour 
es over more than eighty feet of distance 
one second; at seventy miles per hour over 
more than 100 feet per second, and should it 
happen, as it doubtless might, that an engi- 
neer in charge of such a train running at 
such a speed, was required to remove his 
epectacies to wipe the steam or mist from 
them, or should they become broken, or fall 
off, and he be required to take time to get 
another pair to put on, for each second of 
time he was ~0 ocoupied his train would be 
running at a high speed and it might pass 
signals or obstructions, which the failure on 
his part to notice might be fatal, and because 
of this particular fact the company felt im- 
pelled in the Interests of safety only to take 

the position ft did take. 

“The Burlington company has in its em- 
ploy over 1.600 engineers. .Of this number 
approximately 340 are in charge of passenger 
trains. Probably not more than forty of the 
passenger engineers would be affected by 
this order, and, as a matter of fact, only two 
men were actually changed, and in each case 
the test demonstrated clearly that it would 
be better and safer for them and for the 
Public to put them om runs of less severe 
requirements. 


Company Wants Greater Safety. 

“ The whole misunderstanding, if there be 
any (and we do not understand that there is 
any), has grown out of a desire on the part 
of the Burlington company to bring about, 
if possible, greater safety for the traveling 
public and@ for its employés. There can be 
oo aad possibie interest in a matter of this 

“A number of discussions concerning this 
matter were held between a committee rep- 
resenting the engineers and the proper 
officers of the company. A ruling was re- 
quested by the men and it wag given them, 
and we have every reason to believe, from 
the manner in which it was received, that 
it was satisfactory to them: and we have still 
the aseurence of a large number of men, in 
fact from all that have been int’ r-iewed.
